Virus hits databases 

More than 10,000 patient files breached, say health officials

Nearly 12,000 Edmontoni¬ 
ans have been touched by 
a ravaging virus 
impenetrable by conven¬ 
tional medicine. 

The stealth-lilce “core 
flood” computer virus at¬ 
tacked and spread quickly 
and silently through Alberta 
Health Services network for 
a two-weelc period in May. 

Since the security breach, 
health officials have deter¬ 
mined 11,582 patient files, 
containing vital informa¬ 
tion and medical records 
may have fallen into the 
wrong hands, though they 
don’t believe the authority 
was targeted. 


“I’m not a criminal, and 
don’t have a criminal mind, 
but if you were to create 
something like this, it 
would have to be money 
motivated,” Alberta Health 
Services (AHS) vice-presi¬ 
dent Bill Trafford said, 
adding the virtual infection 
is being taken extremely se¬ 
riously. 

Officials with Alberta’s 
privacy watchdog share the 
sentiment, assuring poten¬ 
tially affected patients the 
risk for identity theft is low. 

“These guys that create 
these viruses are always one 
step ahead of the game,” 
said Information and Priva¬ 
cy office spokesman Wayne 
Wood. “Our message is that 
everyone make sure they’ve 
got the best protection.”

Regardless, health offi¬ 
cials are inspecting all 
80,000 AHS computers in 
the province, tightening se¬ 
curity, and re-examining 
protocol. 

The goal now, Wood said, 
is to determine just how 
hackers were able to com¬ 
promise a number of so¬ 
phisticated anti-virus pro¬ 
grams. 

“We think it got in 
through somebody’s com¬ 
puter plugged into the net¬ 


work,” Trafford said, adding 
the virus’ entry point could 
have been one of 20,000 
machines. “They have to 
meet our standards, but 
somebody could have taken 
their computer home and 
contracted it that way.” 

Patients whose records 
may have been compro¬ 
mised have been sent let¬ 
ters by the health authority 
as a warning. 

“We take all levels of se¬ 
curity very seriously now,” 
Trafford said. “We believe 
we’re veiy good, but there’s 
always room for improve¬ 
ment.”

The city’s top cop is reel¬ 
ing in the wake of a crim¬ 
inal pursuit that left four 
people — including a 
pregnant woman — in 
hospital Tuesday. 

“Criminals are creating 
a real danger for innocent 
people,” police Chief 
Mike Boyd said yesterday, 
outlining the rising threat 
of car thieves fleeing 
from police. 

Officers attempted to 
halt a stolen Dodge Neon 
around 10 p.m. Tuesday. 


The vehicle fled west 
down River Valley Road, 
and officers gave chase. 
Once the stolen car 
swerved into the wrong 
lane, officers called off 
the pursuit. A head-on 
collision with the Neon 
and a civilian vehicle near 
Groat Road occurred just 


moments later. 

Four people, including 
the male driver of the 
stolen vehicle, his male 
passenger, and two civil¬ 
ians in the other vehicle, 
suffered injuries and were 
rushed to hospital. 

The chase is proof-posi¬ 
tive of a rising problem 


plaguing city cops, Boyd 
said. 

“These people take a ve¬ 
hicle and turn it into a 
weapon — that’s exactly 
what’s going on here,” he 
said. 

“Our police officers are 
concerned about the pub¬ 
lic. I’m concerned about 
our police officers.” 

About 30 per cent of 
thefts from vehicles are 
that of licence plates, 
Boyd said, urging anyone 
who’s been the mark of a 
plate theft to alert author¬ 
ities. Stolen vehicles and 
plates account for a large 
percentage of criminal 


transport, running the 
gamut of drug running to 
joy riding, he said. 

Police will put the 
brakes on a pursuit if Air 
1 is in the vicinity, or if 
the chase endangers pub¬ 
lic safety. Though proto¬ 
cols exist, criminal flights 
are posing a rising risk. 

Boyd said though in¬ 
juries were sustained, the 
outcome could have been 
much worse, and officers 
reacted properly. 

“I’m so thankful no¬ 
body was killed,” he said. 

Both the driver and pas¬ 
senger of the Neon have 
charges pending. 


Severed 
'hand' 
was not 
human 

investigation An apparent 
severed hand found in a 
downtown alley Tuesday 
night has been proven 
non-human. 

A man found the decom¬ 
posing piece of flesh while 
walking in an alley near 
120 Street and 103 Avenue 
around 8 p.m. 

Police handed over the 
appendage to the city’s 
medical examiner, and it 
was determined yesterday 
morning it’s non-human. 

“It’s fairly frequent that 
people will bring in some¬ 
thing like a leg or a head 
thinking they’re human,” 
investigator Ron Jacobs 
said. 

While investigators 
don’t know what species it 
came from, it could be a 
bear’s paw, he added. 

The untrained eye, 
Jacobs said, could easily 
have mistaken the paw for 
a man’s hand, though in¬ 
vestigators determined 
quickly that it was not. 

“Some bones are very 
obvious, and some are 
much harder to tell. We 
knew right away that it 
was not human,” he said.

“The prime minister was 
offered communion, he ac¬ 
cepted it and without a 
doubt consumed the 
wafer,” Dimitri Soudas said 
yesterday in an interview 
from L’Aquila, Italy, where 
Harper is attending a G8 
summit. 

After the summit wraps 
up, Harper is to have his pri¬ 
vate audience with the Pon¬ 
tiff on Saturday.

G8 aims for 2 C 


The G8 agreed yesterday 
to try to limit global warm¬ 
ing to two degrees Celsius 
and cut its greenhouse gas 
emissions by 80 per cent, 
but it failed to persuade 
China and India to join a 
bid to halve world 
emissions. 

With only five months 
until a new UN climate pact 
is due to be agreed upon in 
Copenhagen, climate 
change organizations said 
the G8 had left much work 


to be done and ducked key 
issues. China and India resis¬ 
ted signing up for a global 
goal of halving worldwide 
greenhouse gas emissions 
by 2050. The G8 statement 
also failed to pinpoint a base 
year for the 80 per cent re¬ 
duction — saying it should 
be “compared to 1990 or 
more recent years” — 
meaning the target was 
open to interpretation. 

“The world will recognize 
that today in Italy we have 


laid the foundations for a 
Copenhagen deal that is am¬ 
bitious, fair and effective,” 
said British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown. 

The G8 backed the cre¬ 
ation of a global carbon 
trading market and a fund 
financed by rich nations to 
pay for technological 
change, but it fell short of 
the $100 billion US a year 
advocated by Britain’s 
Brown and non-govemmen- 

tal groups. REUTERS

china Banks of paramili¬ 
tary police fanned out in 
the Chinese city of 
Urumqi yesterday to try to 
stifle unrest days after 
156 people were killed in 
the region’s worst ethnic 
violence in decades. 

The city imposed an 
overnight curfew on Tues¬ 
day after thousands of 
Han Chinese, armed with 
sticks, knives and metal 
bars, stormed through its 
streets demanding redress 
and sometimes extracting 
bloody vengeance on Mus¬ 
lim Uighurs for Sunday’s 
violence. 

Many took to the streets 
again yesterday and even 
with helicopters hovering 
overhead there were scuf¬ 
fles in a volatile crowd of 
around 1,000 as police 
seized apparent ringlead¬ 
ers, prompting cries of 
“release them, release 
them.” 

Urumqi airport was 
crowded with people anx¬ 
ious to leave, the official 
Xinhua news agency said. 
“We fear Xinjiang is not 
safe any more,” said one 
passenger who refused to 
be identified. 

Their fear was borne 
out downtown. 

In one street, two young 
boys were surrounded by 
an angry mob, with 
dozens trying to pull 
them down and grabbing 


at their hair. 

Internet access in the 
city was blocked yester¬ 
day except in the business 
centre of one hotel for 
foreign reporters. 

Russia put its support 
firmly behind China, say¬ 
ing the violence was a 
purely internal affair.

Source of new flu virus on 
Canadian farm not clear 


Canadian officials don’t 
know how two 
Saskatchewan hog farm 
workers contracted a new 
flu virus, as the pigs tested 
so far on the 
farm where 
they work 
have demon¬ 
strated a com¬ 
mon flu 
strain, not the 
new virus. 

The new 
virus, which 
Canadian offi¬ 
cials an¬ 
nounced Tues¬ 
day and have 
reported to 
the World 
Health Organization, con¬ 
tains genes from a seasonal 
human H1N1 flu strain and 
a flu virus common in the 
swine population called 
triple reassortant H3N2. 

The virus is not connect¬ 
ed to the new influenza A 
(HINT) strain, also known 


as swine flu, that has killed 
429 people worldwide. 

“(The new virus) causes 
some concern because if it 
came from pigs, which we 
don’t know, 
it fuels the 
fire for peo¬ 
ple who view 
the pig as a 
mixing ves¬ 
sel (for flu 
viruses),” 
said Dr. Kei¬ 
th Campbell, 
national 
manager of 
animal biose¬ 
curity for the 
Canadian 
Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency. He was speak¬ 
ing at a conference in 
Saskatchewan hosted by 
the newly formed Canadi¬ 
an Swine Health Board. 

Campbell declined to 
speculate on other poten¬ 
tial sources of the new flu

Samples tested 

• Saskatchewan health offi¬ 
cials have tested about 500 
samples submitted from

WestJet adds 
11 new flights 


Calgary-based Westjet Air¬ 
lines said yesterday that it 
is adding 11 new destina¬ 
tions in the U.S. and the 
Caribbean next winter in 
what it described as its 
biggest seasonal 
expansion to date. 

While the growth spurt 
could be viewed as an at¬ 
tempt to steal market 
share from struggling rival 
Air Canada, one analyst 
noted Westjet Airlines is 
pressing ahead with its ex¬ 
pansion plans in the face 
of a weak economy that 
has caused a pullback in 
travel spending. 

Rick Erickson, a Calgary- 
based independent avia¬ 
tion consultant, said West- 
Jet appears to be gambling 
that the downturn will 
ease in the near future. 

Westjet’s new U.S. desti¬ 


nations are Lihue, Hawaii; 
Miami, and Atlantic City. 
Its new international 
routes are Varadero, Cayo 
Coco and Holguin in Cuba; 
Ixtapa and Cozumel in 
Mexico; St. Martin; Provi- 
denciales, Turks and 
Caicos; Freeport, Bahamas. 

Meanwhile, Air Canada’s 
recent efforts to be more 
customer friendly in a bid 
to protect market share 
and preserve cash during 
the current economic 
downturn may be “too lit¬ 
tle, too late,” an equity an¬ 
alyst warned yesterday. 

Fadi Chamoun, an ana¬ 
lyst at UBS Investment Re¬ 
search, said the outlook 
for the airline remains 
bleak as profitability is 
hampered by weak de¬ 
mand and frequent seat

Google takes aim at Microsoft 
with new PC operating system 


computers Google Inc. 
plans to attack Microsoft 
Corp.’s core business by 
taking on the software gi¬ 
ant’s dominant Windows 
operating system for per¬ 
sonal computers.

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Girlfriend killed McNair 


while he slept, police say 

Jealousy pegged as motive in slaying of former NFL star 


Jealousy drove Steve 
McNair’s 20-year-old 
girlfriend to kill the 
former star NFL 
quarterback while he 
slept and then herself, the 
Nashville police chief said 
yesterday. 

Sahel Kazemi shot Mc¬ 
Nair, 36, in the head while 
he dozed on the couch of 
his condominium in the 
early hours of Saturday, 
then pumped three more 
bullets into his head and 
body, police said. 

She then sat down beside 
him and shot herself in the 
head, apparently intending 
to fall into his lap. Her body 
later slid to the floor of Mc¬ 
Nair’s shared rented condo¬ 
minium. 


“We think in the last five 
to seven days of her life 
many stresses were affect¬ 
ing her, with one of 
those doubts whether 
her relationship with 
Mr. McNair was un¬ 
raveling,” Police 
Chief Ronal Serpas 
told reporters. 

“We have no evi¬ 
dence that anyone 
else was involved,” he Steve 
said. 

Kazemi was working as a 
waitress in Nashville when 
she met McNair, who 
bought her a Cadillac 
sports utility vehicle and 
took her on vacations. 

Several days before the 
slaying, Kazemi had seen 
someone she thought 


might be McNair’s new girl¬ 
friend leaving the apart¬ 
ment, and followed her, the 
chief said. 

Kazemi, who 
came from an immi¬ 
grant Iranian family, 
bought a gun for 
$100 after conclud¬ 
ing McNair, who 
was married with 
four sons, had a new 
IcNair girlfriend, Serpas 

said. 

Her relatives have said 

she believed McNair 

planned to divorce his wife 
and marry her, though no 
divorce papers were ever 
filed. Police said Kazemi 
was also worried about 
money. 

McNair did extensive 



charity work in Nashville, 
having played most of his 
13 seasons in the NFL with 
the hometown Tennessee 
Titans and its predecessor 
team, the Houston Oilers. 

He had the reputation of 
being a fearless quarter¬ 
back who overcame many 
painful injuries. He led the 
Titans to the Super Bowl in 
2000, but lost the game to 
the St. Louis Rams, and was 
the NFL’s co-MVP in 2003. 

McNair ended his career 
with the Baltimore Ravens 
and retired after the 2007 
season. 

A memorial service was 
scheduled for today at 
Nashville’s LP Field, with 
burial in McNair’s native 
Mississippi. reuters

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Recession not affecting 
plan to Own the Podium

Olympics The economic cli¬ 
mate has not put a dent in 
Canada’s plan to own the 
podium at the Vancouver 
Olympics, according to 
Canadian Olympic Com¬ 
mittee CEO Chris Rudge. 

“Because of the excite¬ 
ment of having the Games 
at home, (Olympians) are 
drawing an awful lot more 
money than we’ve ever had 
in the system,” Rudge said. 
“But whether we’d have 
more without the down¬ 
turn, it’s difficult to quali- 

fy” 

The actual Own the Podi¬ 
um initiative — a collabora¬ 
tive effort involving nation¬ 
al sport organizations, gov¬ 
ernment and corporate 
sponsors — is unaffected by 
the downturn, Rudge said. 
That program puts $18,000 
tax-free dollars in the pock¬ 
ets of 1,200 top athletes 
and $12,000 into those of 
600 more. 

“Own the Podium is fully 
funded through 2010,” 


Rudge said. “Everyone is 
following through on their 
commitments. That pro¬ 
gram is not suffering at all.” 

Rudge did concede that 
non-carded athletes trying 
to self-fund could be affect¬ 
ed by the economy. In fact, 
he knows first-hand. His 
daughter, Diane, is a half¬ 
pipe snowboarder, and, as 
he puts it, is “living off the 
bank of mom and dad.” 

“It takes a tremendous 
amount of sacrifice,” said 
Rudge, of athletes in simi¬ 
lar situations to his daugh¬ 
ter’s. 

When asked if athletes 
for the 2012 Summer 
Olympics in London will be 
impacted negatively, Rudge 
said the financial support 
system will be much 
stronger than it was for Bei¬ 
jing in 2008. He said Van¬ 
couver 2010 has generated 
so much excitement that 
London 2012 is building off 
the momentum. 

“The biggest legacy of 
these Games is going to be 
the creation of programs 
like Own the Podium,” he 
said. “Better funded, better 
focused, setting goals, go¬ 
ing in saying, ‘We want to 
win.’ That’s something we 
didn’t do in the past.”

ent rooms. Leave curtains 
open to avoid that “left 
town” look. Turn down or 
turn off telephone ringers 
that can deliver a “not 
home” message to anybody 
who hears it from outside. 
Timers on TVs or radios can 
help create an illusion of 
someone being at home. Ra¬ 
dio talk shows can be effec¬ 
tive at creating the sound of 
a conversation in a house. 

Keep a car parked in the 
driveway, or ask a relative 
or a friend who lives nearby 
if they could leave their car 
parked in your driveway 
while you’re gone. Another 


way to create the illusion of 
“being home” is to have 
your neighbour (and you’d 
better be very nice to them 
from now on) take your 
trash or recyclables to the 
curb on garbage pickup day 
and remove it in the 
evening. (This is, providing 
your city workers are not on 
strike.) 

Ask family or good 
friends who live close to vis¬ 
it periodically, water the 
plants, check the house and 
just take a look-around. 

Also tell a trusted neigh¬ 
bour that you’ll be going 
away and for how long. Tell 
them about any planned 
visitors to your house (such 
as your walk-around rela¬ 
tives or friends) during your 
absence. Give them your 
number while you’re away 
in case of an emergency. 
Giving them a key might 
not be a bad idea either, in 
case they need to get into 
the house to check, for in¬ 
stance, a fire alarm that is 
sounding. 

While these kinds of pre¬ 
cautions will create a lived- 
in look, other things are 


just security-minded re¬ 
minders. Thieves, like the 
rest of us, are attracted to 
easy jobs. It’s worth the 
trouble to make their work 
more difficult — maybe 
they’ll just pass. When you 
go away, make sure win¬ 
dows are locked, and use a 
wooden strip in sliding 
tracks for extra security. 
Double check that doors are 
locked, preferably using 
deadbolt locks. And since 
garages sometimes offer 
easy access into a home, 
make sure you garage door 
is locked and secure. 

Lastly, you might consid¬ 
er home alarm systems, as 
they make your home a less 
likely target for thieves. 
Plus some insurance com¬ 
panies offer a discount on 
property insurance if you 
install a monitored system. 

And once you’ve secured 
the home base, you can tru¬ 
ly relax and enjoy that well- 
deserved vacation away 
from home.
